Pass gets failing grade 


Schools hesitate to extend bus pass privileges 


EDMONTON UNIVERSITY AND 
college students will start enjoying 
their U-pass in September. Elemen- 
tary and high school students, mean- 
while, will have to make do with 
restricted bus passes that are invalid 
outside of school hours. 

Referendums at both the Universi- 
ty of Alberta and Grant MacEwan 
College approved the unlimited 
passes, the cost of which is covered 
by students’ tuition. But a group of 
parents, youth and transit advocates 
are still pushing for a similar pass for 
younger students, one that would be 
valid evenings and weekends. 

Although ETS has welcomed the 
idea, the public and Catholic school 
boards remain hesitant, unsure of 
funding and wary of showing spe- 
Gial treatment towards one group of 
students. Judy Robinson, a single 
mother with three kids, has lobbied 
for the extended pass for more than 
two years and doesn’t understand 
the school boards’ concerns—in her 
view, a school's responsibility 
toward its students should extend 
beyond the classroom. 

“Kids go to sporting events,” 
she says. “They go to tutoring and 
the library. That's a well-rounded 
education. And those events don’t 
just happen on school hours.” 

Pauline Voon, a member of the 
Edmonton Youth council, agrees— 


when she was attending high school, 
she was frequently annoyed by the 
restrictions on her bus pass. Now 
she’s attending the University of 
Alberta and looking forward to the 
U-Pass; meanwhile, she’s working 
with Robinson and others to create 
an easier transportation option for 
those younger than herself. “It 
doesn’t make sense to me,” she says. 
“It would open up a lot of great 
opportunities for youth to do things 
like volunteer or get a part-time job.” 

The group has ETS on board. Pat 
Wiseman, director of business devel- 
opment for ETS, welcomes the idea 
of extending the pass. She says she 
can’t make any promises yet as to 
the cost of a new pass or when one 
might become available (although 
she suggests January as a practical 
deadline), but she likes any idea that 
would put more bums in seats. 

“We would see an increase in 
ridership,” she says. “And certain- 
ly, this would be of interest to 
those that may not have thought 
of transit as an option before.” 
Getting young people into the 
habit of taking public transporta- 
tion, she adds, also improves the 
system’s long-term sustainability. 

But the Edmonton public and 
Catholic school boards are not con- 
vinced. Students buy the passes 
directly from the school boards, who

Palestinian land in the 1967 war. 

But Israel refuses to enter into 
talks unless Hamas concedes the 
endpoint of “recognition” at the 
beginning—even while Israel contin- 
ues constructing its wall and its set- 
tlements on Palestinian land. 

Given Canada’s provocative role 
in the crisis, we should take the lead 
now in acknowledging that any 
meaningful solution must involve 
the government chosen by the Pales- 
tinian people. That's just democracy, 
which we should have no trouble 
supporting. This would involve 
Harper retreating from the provoca- 
tive misstep he took last year. 

There's a precedent for this in 
Canadian history. Back in 1979, 
another new Conservative prime 
minister, Joe Clark, made a similarly 
ill-informed foray into Middle East 
politics. Just two days after being 
sworn in, Clark announced a 
provocative plan to move Canada’s 
embassy from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, 
suggesting Canada’s acceptance of 
Israel's annexation of the city. 

But Clark had the good sense to 
admit he had waded in beyond his 
depth, and appointed the respected 
former Canadian Conservative party 
leader and elder statesman Robert 
Stanfield to advise Canada on what 
to do. Ina thoughtful report, Stan- 
field concluded Canada should not 
move its embassy, because that 
would compromise our attempt to 
be a fair-minded intermediary in the 








Middle East conflict. Clark followed 
Stanfield’s advice. 

In a speech at McGill University 
earlier this year, Clark compared his 
mistake over the embassy to Harp- 
er’s mistake over cutting aid to 


Hamas. If only Harper had the good 
sense to follow in Clark’s steps and 
turn to a more seasoned observer for 
advice—someone like, say, former 
Conservative party leader and elder 
statesman Joe Clark.

Although books represent only 0.1 per 
cent of Canadian exports at large, they 
make up almost 40 per cent of our country’s 
cultural exports. Grimly, much of our intema- 
fional renown is based on big names like 
Michael Ondaatje and Margaret Atwood— 
writers who aren't exactly spring ag a 
And Alice Munro just a up h 
ypewriter. 

According to an article published in 
Maclean’s, the United States accounts for 90 
per cent of Canada’s book export sales. 
Because of the disparity in currencies, and 
the fact that the increase in the Canadian 
dollar happened so quickly, publishers have 
had oe ape Sa their cover prices to 
reflect their books’ true cost. (Think about it: 
book prices are typically printed on the 
cover. Theyre hard to tweak.) 

If es anyone feel any better, the U.S. 
just isn’t ice as a “culture” any- 
more: its imports dropped by 12.4 per cent 
last year. Think of it as another reason to 
have a superiority ¢ over our neigh- 


bours to the south. 


Last week, we discussed the many ways 
poetry pushes up through the cracks in the 
urban concrete. In the coincident issue of 
Toronto’s EYE Weekly, Edward Keenan 
addressed the relationship between poetry

and the city in a decidedly different manner 
He proposes that what cities need is not o 
more lively culture on the street, but more 
poets in the upper echelons of municipal 
power. 

Keenan quotes Toronto's poet laureate, 
Pier Giorgio Di Cicco: esate pew 
progress®,.. Aren't the citizens the authors of 
the poem they will have to read to their chil 
dren?” 

And then Keenan mistakes figurative lan- 
quo for a statement of fact. What the city 

he concludes from Di Cicco, is more 
bee doing urban design. 

"What's almost always missing from the 
urban debate,” he writes, “is an ability to see 
the city as a relationship we citizens are 
involved in with each other, both a physical 
and psychological place in which our hopes 
and dreams are played out... but also where 
we screw and hurt and risk ourselves, where 
we experiment with ideas and identity and 
fall in and out of love with each other every 


day.” 

Though Toronto is a big city that can be 
excused for occasionally suffering a bit of 
amnesia about the accomplishments of its cit- 
izens, allow us to remind Keenan of 
acclaimed urban theorist Jane Jacobs 
author of The Life and Death of Great Ameri- 
can Cities and Dark Age Ahead. A longtime 
Annex resident, Jacobs tirelessly strove for 
urban design that incorporated the factors of 
urban geography that Keenan holds dear. 

Though Jacobs was no poet, she certainly 
worked to make city life more livable for that 
urban breed.

My, my, my, my Verona! 
Musical Gentlemen and bleak Winter put Shakespeare in the Park

EVEN WITHIN THE NARROW 
subgenre of musicals based on 
Shakespearean plays, 1972's Two 
Gentlemen of Verona is an oddity. 
With a book and lyrics by John 
Guare (of Six Degrees of Separation 
fame) and music by Hair compos- 
er Galt MacDermot, it has more of 
a pedigree than other Shakespeare 


rock musicals of its era like Your 
Own Thing or Rockabye Hamlet— 
but neither has it achieved the 
“classic” status of Kiss Me Kate or 
West Side Story. It won the Tony 
Award for Best Musical, but none 
of its songs have entered the pop- 
ular repertoire; it’s based ona 
Shakespearean comedy, but one 
whose plot almost nobody is 
familiar with. Also, there’s a song 
near the end of the show in which 
one woman tries to convince her 
friend to have an abortion. Basi- 
cally, if you were in charge of the 
River City Shakespeare Festival 
and decided you wanted to put on 
a musical this year, you couldn't 
choose a more dubious property 
than Two Gentlemen of Verona. 
Well, that’s why you’re not run-

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ning a theatre company. As direct- 
ed by festival artistic director John 
Kirkpatrick, Verona is a delight—a 
somewhat anachronistic delight, 
but a delight all the same. So 
many recent Broadway hits— 
Avenue Q, Urinetown, Spamalot, 
The Drowsy Chaperone—seem so 
aware of themselves as musicals 
and the characters spend so much 
time making fun of Broadway 
musical conventions that it’s 
downright refreshing to see a 
show like this one, in which 
everyone onstage is unembar- 
rassed about being a character ina 
musical. The actors completely 
embrace the wild twists of the 
plot, the way the characters fall in 
and out of love with such heedless 
abandon, the way their emotions 





seesaw from despair to elation 
and back to misery again. “I am 
metamorphosed!” cries Chris Bul 
lough’s Proteus in an early scene 
but pretty much every other char 
acter in the show could say the 
same thing too at some point in 
the action 

Bullough is the best thing about 
the production. Proteus—who 
betrays his best friend Valentine 
(Sheldon Elter) not so much 
because they love the same 
woman but because he simply 
can’t stand to see Valentine being 
happier than he is—is, on paper, 
one of Shakespeare’s least likable 
main characters. There's not even 
anything tragic about Proteus— 
he’s just a selfish jerk. But Bul- 
lough does a wonderful job of 
making you sympathize with him 
anyway, or at least to understand 
his muddled motivations. Bul- 
lough’s Proteus seems to disap- 
prove of his own actions as much 
as we do—he can’t believe he's 
capable of such villainy, and 
when he begs for forgiveness at 
the end of the play, those seem 
like genuine tears he’s shedding. 

And while I could have done 
without a lot of the silly hippy- 
dippy costumes and the lovebead- 
shaking choreography, the sophis- 
ticated charm of Guare and Mac- 
Dermot’s score shines through. 
(Songs like “Symphony” and “To 
Whom It May Concern Me” have 
a heart-on-its-sleeve wit that 
wouldn’t sound out of place ona 
Magnetic Fields album.) Ron Ped- 
erson is every bit as funny as 
you'd expect him to be as the oily, 
samba-happy Thurio, but the real 
discoveries here are Melanie Pia- 
tocha and Natasha Napoleao, a 
pair of recent Grant MacEwan 
grads who more than hold their 
own as Julia and Sylvia, the play’s 
much-abused love interests. 


BOHEMIAN RHAPSODY 

Not as beleaguered, however, 
as the women in The Winter’s 
Tale, the other show in the River 
City repertoire this summer. 
Annette Loiselle plays Hermione, 
the pregnant queen of Sicilia,

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whose husband Leontes (John 
Wright) tosses her into jail when 
he becomes unshakably convinced 
that she has been cuckolding him 
with Polixenes (Julien Arnold), the 
king of Bohemia; Tess Degenstein 
is Leontes’ daughter Perdita, left 
to die on a hillside when she was 
just an infant, rescued and raised 
by kindly shepherds and now 
conducting a forbidden romance 
with Polixenes’ son Florizel 

Did you follow all that? Well 
don’t worry if you didn’t. The 
Winter's Tale is a famously schizo 
phrenic show—it starts out as a 
dark, Othello-like tale of all-con- 
suming romantic jealousy, but by 
the time you come back from 
intermission, it’s changed into a 
sun-dappled romantic comedy 
It’s a jarring transition, but direc- 
tor James MacDonald makes it 
work—he gets the comedy flow- 
ing out of the tragedy the way 
that sunlight streams through the 
clouds after a thunderstorm. I par- 
ticularly enjoyed seeing Sheldon 
Elter and Ron Pederson, who play 
two grim-faced palace guards in 
the first half, return in the second 
half as a traveling con man and 
his almost pitiably gullible mark 

Marianne Copithorne’s forceful 
performance as Hermione’s friend 
Paulina is also worth singling 
out—she’s the only character who 
seems unafraid of Leontes, and 
she brings a palpable sense of 
steely moral outrage to their 
scenes together. (You can’t help 
but wish she were in charge of the 
kingdom.) 

And even though MacDonald 
can’t quite pull off the mysterious 
final scene, in which a statue of 
the supposedly dead Hermione 
appears to come to life, it’s hard to 
imagine how any director could 
have made such an odd conceit 
seem convincing. “A sad tale’s 
best for winter,” goes one of the 
play’s most famous lines—but as 
performed by this talented com- 
pany amidst the squirrels, birds 
and mosquitoes of Hawrelak 
Park, it suits the summertime just 
fine as well.

ROB WILLIAMS POSSESS MANY 
unusual skills—whip-cracking, the 
straitjacket escape, juggling, and bal- 
ancing, to name just a few. But the 
thing that sets him apart from other 
street performers, and which has 
forevermore defined his showbiz 
CV, is something that he doesn’t 
consider much of a talent at all. 

He makes sandwiches with his 
feet. 

“Tt really just came about in a ran- 
dom sort of fashion,” says Williams, 
who's in town for the 23rd Annual 
Edmonton International Street Per- 
formers Festival. “I was doing an 
improv with some friends where 
every week we would try and doa 
new, dumb physical stunt. And so, 
that was one of my ideas. That first 
week I did it, it was an audience 
favourite. It took me all of two days 
to figure it out—I tried it on 
Wednesday and performed it on 
Saturday. 

“By then,” he continues, “I was 
already juggling, but the stuff in the 
show was at such a high skill level 


that I would have never considered 
putting in a trick like that, because it 
wasn't really a skill trick. But it 
became such a favourite...” 

Such trials by fire—sometimes lit- 
erally—is a hallmark of Williams’ 
style. When he was 15, for instance, 
the Texas native saw a documentary 
on television about a carnival 
sideshow that traveled through 
Canada in which a kid, not unlike 
Williams himself, learned to eat fire. 

Street performer see, street per- 
former do. 

“When I needed an ending to my 
show, | thought, ‘Well, | remember 
that show; I remember how that guy 
taught that guy to eat fire—I’m 
going to give it a shot. Ill just shove 
it in there and it'll go out, right?’“ 

And what do you know? It 
worked. 

Williams accumulated most of his 
repertoire in the same manner; while 
many other performers study in cir- 
cus schools and such, he slowly built 
up his toolbox of tricks by just giving 
them a go. “If I was interested in 
something,” he says, “I would just 
go out and find a way to purchase 
that thing and then make myself 
learn it. Nobody taught me how to 
crack a whip; | just bought one and 
got in the backyard and started hit- 


ting everything with it, including 
myself, until was pretty darned 
accurate. Same with the straitjacket: I 
bought it and started struggling 
around until I figured out how to get 
out of it.” 

By the age of 17, he started street 
performing with two partners, 
together known as The Flaming 
Idiots, vets of both The Fringe and 
Street Performers here in Edmonton. 
“We were basically teenagers,” he 
says, “who hopped ina van and 
would stop anywhere in America 
where we could find a crowd and 
would quickly do a show before the 
police caught us. If we got $20, we 
thought we were living high.” 

Williams says his act falls some- 
where along the lines of American 


comic-magic act Penn & Teller and is 


marked by plenty of interaction with 
whatever crowd happens to gather 
before him. “That's the sort of stuff 
that makes street shows fairly differ- 
ent from a lot of other entertain- 
ment,” Williams says. “There's a lot 
of direct contact with the audience. 
We ended up doing the three-man 
show on Broadway for a while and 
would still do that: get people out of 
the audience. That just doesn’t 
happen that much at that level, and 
it was always great fun—people 








Weirdest science 


Slackers and robots make for an unfunny combination in Virtually Perfect

I1’S ABOUT THE UNIVERSE, MAN 
Mike says to Roger, trying to 
explain Roger’s inability to create 
a robot that thinks like a human 
Despite losing a zillion computer- 
simulated chess games to Mike’s 
program, Roger can’t believe his 
depressed best friend and room- 
mate has developed a technology 
to beat his own. Mike’s reasoning 
is simple: “The human condition 
is flawed!” he shouts. Well, duh. 

Mike and Roger bumble their 
way through Michael Andrew 
Boyko’s Virtually Perfect, both men 
desperately in love with women 
they cannot have. Mike’s fiancée 
died a year ago, but he still hasn’t 
gotten over the loss—he’s 
sequestered himself in their apart- 
ment, stubbornly wearing the 
same Batman T-shirt and boxer 
briefs he had on when he learned 
about her death 

Roger, meanwhile, is obsessed 
with the “Tiger Lily,” a spy for an 
enemy robotics corporation. 
Things take a bizarre turn when 
Mike and Roger each create 
robots moulded to resemble the 
objects of their respective infatua- 
tions. 

Stories like this might appeal to 
a niche audience (I did hear one 
teenager proclaim, “Man, that 
guy’s a fucking genius!” as the 
audience exited), but it’s likely 
that most people who didn’t grow 
up in the ‘80s and are therefore 
unaffected by fond memories of 


Weird Science will find Virtually 
Perfect a bit, well, empty. Aside 
from a few good generational in- 
jokes, the dialogue is clichéd, the 
performances broad. 

Virtually Perfect is a good exam- 
ple of Kevin Smith’s pernicious 
influence on young writers. It’s 
not enough to throw a couple of 
stoned Star Wars fanatics and 
comic-book geeks together; with- 
out Smith’s clever banter and wily 
social commentary, all you're left 
with is two tiresome stock charac-

anniversary 
Pepper album appeared in the British paper 
The Guardian. Sensing a backlash brewing, 
especially among younger bloggers tired of 
reading about what a singular, unparalleled 
achievement this album of their parents was, 
The Guardian asked a host of famous musi 
cian types to slaughter it—and a few other 
sacred cows for good measure. 

For instance, Wayne Coyne of The Flam 
ing Lips took on Nirvana's Nevermind. “You 
don’t find yourself ever longing to listen to 
it,” he wrote, “because there were—still are, in 
fact—so many mediocre bands that sound like 
it, that you're constantly experiencing it. Nev- 
ermind had a poisonous, pernicious influence 
It legitimized suffering.” 

While some would dispute the notion that 
Nevermind single-handedly ushered in the 
era of angst, but there's no doubt that ever 
since Nirvana reconfigured radio formats and 
music store layouts (remember the single-row 
“alternative” bin buried in the back of Sam 
the Record Man?) happiness has been a hard 
concept for bands to sell. Earnestness even 
more so. 


There are signs, though, that the pendulum 
might finally be swinging the other way. Wit 
ness the success of The Arcade Fire, a band 


unafraid of tapping into the Bono-Springsteen 
well of messianic uplift. (Of course, the Fire 
was also targeted on The Guardian's hit list, 
but by a member of Scritti Politi, so it's not 
much of a blow.) Coyne himself has built a 
nice little career on hippy-dippy whimsy, albeit 
one tempered by substantial slices of melan 
choly, 

As for The Polyphonic Spree, the jury is 
still out. Edmontonians who attended David 
Bowie's last jaunt through town will be 
familiar with the group: a choral-pop outfit 
whose 20-plus members perform decked out 
in white robes, singing out to high heaven and 
sounding, interestingly enough, not unlike 
The Flaming Lips or Mercury Rev at their 
trippiest. 

The group, the brainchild of Texan Tim 
DeLaughter, who created the ensemble on a 
personal rebound following the overdose death 
of one of his bandmate's in '90s rockers Trip- 





ping Daisy, is the kind that elicits either high 
praise (Bowie handpicked them for that tour) 
or complete critical derision (Entertainment 
Weekly called their debut the second worst 
album of the year; of their recently released 
The Fragile Army, Toronto's Now sniffed that 
“the novelty has worn off”). 

DeLaughter's wife, Spree vocalist and co- 
songwriter Julie Doyle, spoke to SEE from 
her home in Dallas about what she feels are 
misconceptions about the group, the cultural 
morass which seems to produce suspicion, 
and the drafting of a slightly darker Fragile 
Army. 


SEE; I read an interview with another 
member of the group where they were 
asked if they felt people were taken aback 
by the spectacle of the band; I saw you on 
the Bowie tour, and I can answer that yes, 
it took a while for my senses to adjust. 
Julie Doyle: The part about feeling like 
a celebration is happening onstage, that's 


great—it's always been there and it’s still there. 


Sonically, it’s channeled a little differently at 
this point, but it’s always been about the live 
show. It sort of naturally happened; you get 
twenty-something people together and you're 
a young band on the road, and you're going 





through the 23 hours together when you're 
not onstage, and when you get on, you make it 
count. And that's just sort of a natural synergy 
that was creafed, and a lot of people saw it and 
made them think, “Oh, gospel choir” or “Jesus 
Christ Superstar.” It never bugged us because 
it always felt like an unorthodox musical. I'd 
rather people use their imagination in that 
way, rather than coming off as another rock 
band onstage pretending they don't want to be 
there. That's what you're getting—a group of 
people who are making a lot of compromises 
to exist in this group, and you're getting that 
energy off the stage. Sonically as well—you 
get all that stuff going and it just sends you 
through the roof. It’s never been a specific 
agenda or specific sort of thing we're trying to 
make anyone do or believe. 


SEE: When you talk about “channeling a 
new energy” on The Fragile Army... how 
so? 

JD: There is an urgency being felt. There’s

JD; It’s along those lines—it makes you 
think of the actual army, but we have our own 
universal symbols that we've placed on the 
uniforms: a heart, a badge with an abstract 
shot of the band in robes from when we first 
started, a Polyphonic Spree pin and a red 
ribbon. It’s sort of an evolution of everything 
that’s been going on. That's why we're not 
in green army uniforms-—it's not that literal.

about what we’re doing here on Earth, and 
how quickly the Earth could be wiped out. The 
moniker “The Fragile Army” was given to us 
by Mike Mills (whose film Thumbsucker Tim 
DeLaughter scored]. It felt appropriate and it 
was pretty cool, because for the first time it 
felt like somebody got us in a way no one else 
had described. 


SEE: People used to really believe their 
musical heroes could be agents for change. 
But now there seems to be such an over 
riding sense of ironic detachment and 


suspicion in culture... 

JD: Tim and | are not 20 years old. There is 
nothing ironic about our group—there never 
was. Our first record was coming from a great 
loss from his band before, and losing a friend, 
and it’s really that simple. And we wore the 
white robes in the beginning because we used 
to shoot beautiful images on them. I think it’s 
sad now. That's the thing that’s been tough for 
our group to fight off. Let me tell you some- 
thing: there's nothing about our group that's 
a gimmick.... When you're a 20-something 
piece... we're like five bands in one, 20-some- 
thing people getting on a hockey bus where we 
have to lie down or stand up to make it when 
we're touring, and not selling a million records 
or even half that amount. You tell me anyone 
who's going to fund something like that just 
for it to be a gimmick. It bums me out a little 
bit. | think a lot of people are fear-based. | 
think they are ignorant about the past: great 
heroes or bands that really were trying to do 
something. I think we're in a really sick time 
where you do anything that doesn’t feel jaded 
then it must be a gimmick, and I think it's 
really sick. 


SEE: We do seem to accept it if, say, it's 
coming from a worldbeat ensemble, but 


when it’s produced from within our own 
culture... I guess that jadedness you men- 
tioned puts it best. 

JD: It’s no wonder that our early successes 
were from people like David Bowie. | mean, 
look at that guy's career and how many times 
he’s reinvented himself. He’s a true artist: he 
tries, no matter what, even if he’s going to fall 
on his face. My God, when that stops happen- 
ing, we're not going to have any artists. And 
with the way things are going and with the 
way people are so wanting to keep others from 
exploring outside of the box.... That's where 
it’s ending up. Our culture... there's a reason 
it happened for us overseas. I don't know if 
you've seen footage, but it speaks for itself: 
whether we're in a class with 30 kids or at a 
festival with 20 or 30,000, the energy and 
the vibe is totally different than it is here in 
the States. It’s our own culture over here—we 
can't seem to get it together. If something is a 
little more colourful, they freak out because 
America’s culture is so fear-based and it's 
trickling into every single element that exists. 
I don't want my kids growing up like that; I try 
to keep them from that mentality as much as 
possible. We only live once, so let's just do it. 
What's everyone so worried about?

’ When Into the Blues topped the 
Billboard blues chart on May 9, it 
simply confirmed what Armatrad- 
ing had been telling her audiences 
since the very beginning of her 
current tour, which winds its way 
through Edmonton on July 9. 

“This is the only tour where I 

remembered the exact day it start- 
ed—February 13—simply because 
I knew what was going to hap-

pop, and folk. Now, at the age of 
56, she’s turned for inspiration to 
the Chicago blues. 

“It’s very expressive music, 
innit?” she says. “Everyone even- 
tually seems to get back to the 
roots, to the blues—even classical 
players. It’s the bedrock of pop 
music, really; in a jazz session, 
people inevitably end up turning 
to the 12-bar, to the blues. 

“What I also really like,” she 
continues thoughtfully, “is that 
it’s a narrative. It supplies a story. 
Words are very important ina 
blues song, where a pop song

pen,” Armatrading claims over 
the phone from Denver, Colorado, 
where the singer/songwriter is 
recovering from a slight bout of 
altitude sickness. “I let the audi- 
ence know it at every show, that 
this was the one,” she laughs. 
“Every night I told them that Into 
the Night was going to be number 
one!” = 

Not that Armatrading, who 
grew up in Birmingham, England, 
hasn’t had her share of success 
already. The daughter of immi- 
grants from the Caribbean island 
of St. Kitts, Armatrading first 
began recording in 1972, breaking 
into the U.K. public consciousness 
with the jazz-inflected folk of her 
self-titled third album. Ever since, 
she’s balanced a healthy career

might just string them together if 
they just rhyme. And despite the 
fact that it might seem otherwise, 
the guitar in this music is there to 
relate to the song, not to show 
off.” 

Despite the plaudits she 
received for her early-’80s forays 
into pop music, Armatrading has 
never quite reached the level of 
North American success people 
expected of her. Her restless habit 
of moving between genres may 
have also made it difficult for lis- 
teners to pin her down. And when 
Tracy Chapman broke through 
with a sound that owed more than 
a little to Armatrading’s earthy 
brand of folk-pop, it seemed as 
though Armatrading was destined 
to become yet another cult artist 


outdistanced by her own follow- 
ers—until now. But Armatrading 
harbours no jealousy for those 
singers in the Top 10. Actually, 
she’s got a kind of sneaking liking 
for that music as well. 

“Yeah, like that ‘Umbrella’ 
song—that’s a great tune,” she 
says. “Do you like that as well? 


It’s wrong to say that it’s all just a 
load of rubbish, because that’s 
really kind of unfair. Sometimes 
that kind of music is like junk 
food music—it fills you up and 
you're still hungry, or you get fat, 
but sometimes it’s just really 
tasty.”

First-time festival a serious success—hipster cooties notwithstanding 


THE INAUGURAL (AND PLEASE, PLEASE 
annual) Sled Island festival in Cal- 
gary was bookended by two very 
bizarre but very different perform- 
ers: American singer /songwriter 
Chan Marshall (aka Cat Power) and 
Japanese noise-freaks The Bore- 
doms. Both are the sort of artists 
Albertans used to have to make a 
pilgrimage to Toronto (or at least 
Vancouver) to see, and both were 
brilliant. That these stars of the inter- 
national underground played, only 
four days apart, a couple of neigh- 
bourhood venues in downtown Cal- 
gary, was a serious coup for festival 
organizer Zak Pashak, given the dol- 
drums the city’s music scene was 
mired in just a few years ago—and 
it’s hopefully a sign that Alberta is 
finally becoming something more 
than flyover country for big-time 
indie acts. 


To begin at the beginning... 


CAT POWER 

Whether she’s lying facedown in 
the middle of the audience for a 
good part of her performance (New 
York, 1999), fleeing the stage in tears 
(also New York, 2001), or curling up 
in the fetal position and groaning 
out a song (New Orleans, 2004), 
Chan Marshall's onstage oddness is 
well-documented. So the pre-show 
mood at Knox United Church on 
Wednesday evening was extra- 
tense: she might snap at any 
moment! She's crazy! 

And for sure, Marshall walked a 
weird line between eccentric and 
brilliant. She dropped her set list, 
forgot lyrics, delivered an odd-rant 
about approaching middle age and 
being childless, and told the crowd 
that she always plays longer when 
she’s playing badly (she played long, 
not badly). When guitarist Judah 
Bauer (Jon Spencer Blues Explosion) 
left the stage, leaving her to play a 
solo set on the piano, Marshall stood 
in the spotlight, mumbled, “He's 
going to leave me alone,” and then 
dashed off-stage after him. 

Only after 10 minutes of clapping 
and stomping did she return (a little 
more confident maybe?) and per- 
formed what amounted to a second 
set, most of it alone on the dark 
stage. When she played “I Don’t 
Blame You,” a song about a musi- 
cian dead by suicide—shades of 
Kurt Cobain and Elliot Smith—the 
mood in the room was unlike any 
I've ever experienced at.any concert:

ful song, but they were also a bit 
embarrassed for her. Or worried. 
Still, there was no “let's watch the 
crazy artist” rubbernecking. The 
crowd loved Marshall, and she 
delivered a bewitching and totally 
uncontrived performance. 


THE BOREDOMS 

If Cat Power opened the festival 
onan eccentric but beautiful note, 
then The Boredoms ended it like 
they had descended from another 
planet. I wasn’t kidding earlier: this 
was the loudest thing I’ve ever heard 
(and I lost my earplugs hightailing it 
back to the venue after catching 
another artist a few blocks away). 

The Boredoms have had a num- 
ber of incarnations over their 21 
years. The current set-up consists of 
three drummers arrayed ina circle, 
playing nonstop for an hour and a 
half, while lead Boredom Yamatsu- 
ka Eye stands side-stage behind a 
bank of synthesizers, screaming pri- 
mal screams into a reverbed mic, 
sometimes striking at the ten electric 
guitars mounted on the wall behind 
him with a drumstick or jumping 
into the centre of the drummers’ cir- 
cle and screaming at the ceiling. 
How loud were they? I once wit- 
nessed a skyscraper implosion. The 
Boredoms are louder—a combina- 
tion of Shinto drumming, fuzzed- 
out post-rock, and total psychosis. 

It sounds crazy and it is, but it’s 
also ridiculously well-orchestrated. 
The drummers’ rhythms are honed 
to perfection. Watching the three of

them break from one section of a 
piece into another, all remaining per- 
fectly in sync as they fall into a new 
rhythm, is exhilarating—not just for 
the audience, but the band as well, if 
their goofy, exultant grins are any- 
thing to go by. The Boredoms alone 
would have been worth the nearly 
$200 price for a full fest pass. 


THE REST 
There were plenty of other high- 
lights: Mates of State’s charming 
husband-and-wife routine at an 
undersold show at the Grand The- 
atre (an old, recently renovated 
vaudeville theatre downtown), 
Destroyer and Chad Van Gaalen’s 
one-two singer/songwriter punch at 
Grace Presbyterian Church. And the 
the list of artists I didn’t see is as 
impressive as those I did: Les Savy 
Fav, Eric Bachman, The Walkmen, 
Fred Armisen, The Constantines. 
The local lineup stood strongly 
right alongside the big names. From 
Edmonton, we had Twin Fangs, the 
Mark Birtles Project, and Hills Like 
White Elephants. From Calgary 
came Jane Vain and the Dark Matter, 
Woodpigeon, Hot Little Rocket, and 
Dojo Workhorse, amongst others. 
Next year, it may be a good idea 
to move the festival farther from 
Canada Day and have it take place 
on Sunday as well (this year’s closed 
up shop on Saturday night) to allow 
more time for daytime shows, a 
great way to expose smaller, local 
acts that can’t compete with the 
headliners. Some of the smaller 
shows were only half-full. It'd also 
be nice to see more electronic music 
and hip-hop next year—or any hip- 
hop, since this edition of the fest was 
totally devoid of it. “Don’t catch any 
hipster cooties,” I was advised 
before I left, and it’s true. The fest 
was a little insular in its appeal. The 
crowd didn’t contain many people 
you wouldn’t expect to see at any- 
typical indie rock show (a lot of 
white dudes with shaggy haircuts.) 
But for a first-time festival that 
was pulled together in only three 
months (according to organizers), 
Sled Island ’07 was a landmark 
event. Alberta’s in a place right now 
where we can attract major interna- 
tional touring stars and support 
healthy local scenes. But the mid- 
level stuff has often bypassed us 
completely—or at least, it has until 
Ww.

“KNOW, IT’S NOT VERY ROCK ’N’ ROLL, 
but Howard Willett, the singer/har- 
monica player in the band, his 
daughter was going to the same 
preschool as my daughter...” 

Steve Briggs, bandleader / guitarist 
of eastern Canada’s pre-eminent (if 
not only) Western swing outfit 
laughs as he recounts how his group 
of top-notch players began to gel. 
The school the Willett and Briggs 
kids attended, it turns out, was 
housed in a wing of a hospital for 
long-term care patients. Said facility 
hosted intergenerational concerts for 
seniors and toddlers alike, and had 
asked parents to contribute. 

“As musicians we just sort of 
went down the list—’What sort of 
stuff are you into?” Briggs says. 
“And we both mentioned that we 
liked Western swing. Which is odd, 
because it’s generally not the sort of 
music people talk about or play.” 

Indeed, after their inauspicious 
first gig, the two got to talking how 
it'd be great to see a Western swing 
revival act. Alas, given the scarcity of 
contemporary performers versed in 
the genre—a melding of pop, jazz, 
country and regional folk styles 
(Texan, Mexican, even gypsy) first 
popularized in the ‘20s and ’30s— 
they realized they'd have to form 
their own group. After rounding up 
some of the best players they 
knew—Burke Carroll on pedal steel, 
Dennis Pendrith on upright bass, 
John Adames on drums, and Drew 
Jurecka on violin—Briggs and Wil- 
letts’ newly dubbed Bebop Cowboys 
grabbed a residency on Wednesday 
nights at the Cadillac Lounge in 
Toronto, and built their repertoire in 
a most democratic fashion. 

“It was like a Dick Clark thing,” 
Briggs says. “We'd play a song and 


ask the audience, ‘Hey, do you think 
we should keep this in the set?” 

After concentrating first on stan- 
dards, the group soon felt confident 
enough to pen their own material, 
and so what began essentially as a 
labour-of-love side project evolved 
into a full-time deal, complete with 
albums (they’re now on number 
three, Canadian Dancehall) and tours 
(Briggs is gearing up to head out 
west with the crew as we speak). 

Briggs’ interest in W m swing 
isn’t some midlife discovery, y 
though. He became enamoured of 
the music as a kid growing up in, 
Powell River, B.C., where he found a 
Bob Wills album at the local phar- 

ch also doubled as the 


Briggs laughs. “Later 
on I would actually go to the phar- 
macy desk with requests and he 
would write it down on his prescrip- 
tion pad. I remember I took it home, 
and all my friends started making 
fun of me, but when I put it on.... But 
some music is just undeniably great. 
And Western swing was one of the 
first popular music forms where 
they plugged in—in the ‘50s, Bob 
Wills had an endorsement deal with 
Fender—so you could really hear 
the roots of rock ‘n’ roll in there. 
When they were looking for studio 
musicians to play on early rock ‘n’ 
roll records, it was often the Western 
swing guys—guys who played 
jazzed-up hillbilly guitar.” 

Briggs’ enthusiasm for the form 
seems to have only grown exponen- 
tially. A historian as much as a musi- 
cian, he'll tell you about the “fasci- 
nating lineage” of Western swing 
throughout pop music, and trace the 
genre’s evolution out of Texas in the 
’40s into California and on through 
to Canada. And, it’s here in the 
Great White North that Briggs is 
hoping that the music he loves will 
make a comeback. 

“1 think I might be optimistic,” he 


says, “but I think we're coming back 
around to where people are a lot 
more open to just the whole gauntlet 
of music. I love the whole concept of 
stuff just being mished together. 
These guys didn’t see themselves as 
being in one category. The music 
was really conceived and produced 
to make people dance.’

WHEN HALIFAX SINGER/SONG 
writer Rebekah Higgs’s summer 
tour deposits her in Edmonton 
this week, she won’t be perform- 
ing at a conventional music 
venue; instead, she'll be bringing 
her feisty (and Feist-y!) songs to 
SNAP Gallery, the printmaking 
facility and visual arts hotspot on 
97 Street. 

It’s not as counterintuitive a 
move as you might think—the 
portrait of Higgs on the cover of 
her new self-titled CD features 
artistic embellishments courtesy 
of Toronto artist James Mejia, 
whose design for Wintersleep’s 
2005 Album earned him a 2006 
Juno nomination, and whose non- 
commercial artwork will be on 
display at SNAP until July 21. 

“Looking good is tiring,” goes a 
line from Higgs’ song “Mr. 
Weather Man,” but as she 
explained to SEE Magazine, work- 
ing with Mejia on her offbeat pub- 
licity photo couldn’t have been 
easier. Here's her account of the 


whole bone-baring process: 


“1 didn’t put much thought into 
that photo at all. I met James in 
Toronto through Wintersleep and 
asked him if he would like to do 
my CD cover as well. I asked him 
what he wanted to do, and he 
asked me if I could send him a 
picture of myself in a white T-shirt 
standing against a white wall. 

“T had no idea what he was 
going to do with it, but I paid my 
friend Cliff $20 to come out with 
me one day and take some pic- 
tures. We walked around Halifax 
looking for a white wall and even- 
tually we found one we liked at 
the NSCAD Art Building. Cliff 
was just testing out the lights 
when the flash went off. The pic- 
ture was overexposed and I 
wasn’t ready anyway—it was one 
of those in-between shots, and 
later on that night when we were 
looking through all the pictures, 
he almost threw it out. But I said, 
‘T really like that one!’ And that 
ended up being the one that James 
liked the best too. 

“A lot of people don’t think it’s 
a very flattering picture of me, but 


that’s kind of why I like it. It 
doesn’t look like I'm posing. It 
looks like there’s this brewing 
madness under this angelic sur- 
face. When I showed my brother 
the album artwork, he said, ‘Why 
would you pick that picture? It 
looks like you just got released 
from a psych ward!’ And I said, 
‘Exactly!’ 

“So anyway, James then took 
that picture and drew over top of 
it with pencil. The T-shirt is actu- 
ally white—he drew all those 
bones on top of the image. I 
assumed those things behind my 
head were lungs, but it turns out 
they’re actually supposed to be 
bunny ears. 

“The image has a spontaneity 
that I really like, with that picture 
that we almost weren't going to 
use. That's typical of how I like to 
work—a lot of the record was 
done on the fly as well. The first 
song on the album, ‘Parables,’ was 
written and recorded the same 
day. I didn’t even have any lyrics 
until I went into the studio to sing 
it. 

“I've heard that people bought 
the album without even hearing 





me, just because they liked the 
way the cover looks. We were 
looking for someone to do the cos- 
tumes for the first video, which 
we're shooting this summer, and 
we decided to try the director of 
costume design at NSCAD. And 
when we phoned him up, he said, 
‘This'is so weird—I'm listening to 
your CD right now! I’m playing it 
for my nephew and we've just lis- 








tened to it three times back to 
back. Of course I'll do it.’ Appar- 
ently he just walked into HMV 
and saw this angelic white bunny 
thing going on and was so 
intrigued that he bought the 
album. And he said it sounded 
exactly the way he thought it 
would sound. So I guess we did 
something right.”

YOU'VE PROBABLY ALREADY 
heard the slight exaggeration that 
last Saturday’s White Stripes 
show was the greatest ever, but, to 
quote Jack White himself, it bears 
repeating. Set against a rather 
Spartan red backdrop and under- 
neath a simple yet enormous disco 
ball, the mood at the sold-out 
Shaw was chronically friction- 
less—which is to say timeless. 

Yet besides the expected setlist 
of their mainstream/underground 
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hits, what sticks 
out most about 
the Stripes’ 
swoop, strange- 
ly, has nothing to 
do with music at 
all. Though it’s 
good in a kind of 
Hawaii Elvis way, Icky Thump is 
hardly their best material, despite 
its respectable rawness. 

No, the real headline-grabber of 
this show, not surprisingly with 
these two, has more to do with 
style—Meg and Jack showed 
absolute class towards their audi-

Giants to sound sincere? Maybe it’s 
their voices—those nasal harmonies 
that sound like tissue paper buzzing 
on a comb and wrap every lyric they 
sing inside a sarcastic, nasal sneer 
The leadoff track on The Else, for 
instance, is called “I’m Impressed,” 
but it’s obvious John Linnell and John 
Flansburgh are actually less than 
awed by the person they’re singing to. 
Actually, the song appears to be a 
veiled attack on George W. Bush, but, 
in typical Giants fashion, it never quite 
gets angry enough to qualify as a 
political statement. 

Even so, thanks to production by 
the Dust Brothers, this is the rockingest 
TMBG album in years.

“HITCHCOCKIAN” MAY BE THE 
most misused adjective in all of 
film criticism. Most of the time it 
gets applied to any “old-fash- 
ioned” thriller that it would be 
safe to watch with your parents— 
movies like Derailed, Flightplan, or 
What Lies Beneath, movies without 
much blood but a whole lot of plot 
twists. Sometimes gimmicky 
thrillers like Phone Booth get called 
Hitchcockian too—I guess because 


they have a surface similarity to 
single-set Hitchcockian experi- 
ments like Rope, Lifeboat and Rear 
Window. 

I’m not sure how Alfred Hitch- 
cock, surely one of the most per- 
verse directors ever to achieve 
success in the mainstream motion 
picture industry, became synony- 
mous with old-school Hollywood 
wholesomeness, but I’m positive 
that if he’s got a DVD player up 
there in heaven, he wouldn’t be 
wasting his time with bloodless 
Hitchcock “homages” like The 
House on Carroll Street or Still of the 
Night—he’d be watching Paul 


Verhoeven movies like the sexy, 
twisted, utterly amazing Black 
Book... and he'd be chortling with 
pleasure all the way through it. 
The film takes place in the 
dying months of World War II. 
Rachel (Carice van Houten), a 
Dutch Jew, has hooked up with 
the Dutch Resistance after watch- 
ing Nazi soldiers mow down her 
entire family during an attempt to 
sail across the marshes under 
cover of night into Allied territo- 
ry. During her first mission, she 
strikes up a chance acquaintance 
with Gestapo head Ludwig 
Miintze (Sebastian Koch, the play- 





wright with the bugged apart- 
ment in The Lives of Others). Soon 
she’s sharing his bed and working 
as his secretary. Miintze is no 
fool—he realizes that this woman, 
with her obviously dyed blonde 
hair, is a spy, but he decides not to 
blow her cover. Maybe he admires 
her nerve. Maybe he’s blinded by 
desire. Maybe he senses that she’s 
in love with him. 

A Jewish woman falling for the 
head of the Nazi secret police! It’s 
an outrageous, even offensive 
premise—or at least it would be if 
Verhoeven’s filmmaking weren’t 
so skillful and the script (which 





Verhoeven co-wrote with frequent 
collaborator Gerard Soeteman) so 
complex, in its pulpy way, in its 
depiction of al/ the moral ambigui- 
ties that spring up during 
wartime. Many of the members of 
Rachel's resistance cell are openly 
anti-Semitic—one in particular 
quite candidly says he has no 
qualms about letting dozens of 
Jews die if it means saving the life 
of his son. Meanwhile, many Nazi 
officers, sensing Germany’s doom, 
are busy working out deals with 
members of the Resistance to 
escape punishment after the war. 
As for Rachel, she somehow 
winds up being branded a traitor 
by Nazis and loyal Dutchmen 
alike. 

Black Book is Verhoeven’s first 
film in seven years since 2000's 
poorly received Hollow Man—and 
the first film he’s made in his 
native Netherlands since 1983’s 
The Fourth Man. All that time 
away from the camera and from 
home (which in Verhoeven’s case 
may be the same thing) seems to 
have reinvigorated him: just about 
every shot and every sequence in 
Black Book is beautifully conceived 
and executed—every composition, 
every edit, every camera move- 
ment has a purpose. This is the 
kind of movie that makes you 
realize just how haphazardly most 
Hollywood directors arrange their 
actors within the frame. 

Verhoeven will never be as 
beloved a filmmaker as Hitchcock. 
Hitchcock was an imp, with a mis- 
chievous sense of humour, but 
Verhoeven is a downright misan- 
thrope. He lacks Hitchcock’s mid- 
die-class gentility, and goes much 
farther in his images—it’s doubt- 
ful, for instance, that Hitchcock 
would have ever done what Ver- 
hoeven does in Black Book to 
Carice van Houten and shown 
Tippi Hedren dyeing her pubic 
hair blonde, or dumped an enor- 
mous tub of excrement over her 
head. 

But I bet he would have liked 
to.

land—and her Swiss boyfriend 
didn’t seem all that bad. 

The relationship between 
Lemalian and Carola, which should 
provide the film’s backbone, is 
incomprehensible. They barely 
speak to one another, and while Car- 
ola may be fulfilling some sort of 
primitive romantic fantasy, what is 
Lemalian getting out of it? The film 
has no answer to that question, and 
in fact, it doesn’t seem concerned 
with what Lemalian thinks—at least, 
not until he starts getting all macho 
jealous and unpleasantly out-of-step 
with Carola’s liberal European 
expectations. 

Director Hermine Hunt; 
does an excellent job depicting the 
gradual dissolution ofthe relation- 
ship. Both Carola and Lemalian 
hope to overcome the early obsta- 
cles, but as time , things just 
get worse until the relationship is 
painfully, obviously untenable. But 
how can we care about the end of a 
relationship that was based on noth- 
ing but physical attraction and sexu- 
al curiosity in the first place? 


However... the film is beautifully 
shot, chock-full of stunning African 
vistas and fiery sunsets. And though 
Carola’s early naiveté goes pretty 
much unquestioned, the unhappy 
ending is the only honest way the 
film could have gone (though you 
sort of suspect that had they not 
been bound by the strictures of a 


“true story,” the filmmakers may 
well have gone in a more upbeat 
direction). 

“What you want is unimportant 
toa Samburu [tribesman],” Carola is 
told early in the film. Maybe so, but 
in the end, it works both ways.

wait for these people to be slaugh- 
tered in droves.

THE SIGN OUTSIDE THE 
remote Australian village of Jind- 
abyne tells drivers they’re about 
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The lady in the water 
Fishermen pay the price for ignoring a girl’s corpse in moody Jindabyne 


to enter “A Tidy Town.” But when 
director Ray Lawrence’s camera 
lingers on those words at the start 
of the film Jindabyne, we know 
we're in for a very messy experi- 
ence indeed. 

Jindabyne was adapted from 
Raymond Carver's “So Much 
Water So Close to Home.” That's 
the same story that inspired the 
Fred Ward /Buck Henry /Huey 
Lewis segment in Robert Altman’s 
Short Cuts, the one about a group 


"of male friends who go on a week- 


end fishing trip, discover the body 
of a dead girl floating in the river, 
and decide that rather than cut 
their fun short, they'll tie the body 
to the riverbank, keep fishing and 
wait until they get home to report 
their find to the police. 

Short Cuts spends most of its 
time on the fishing trip, and then 
climaxes with a devastating bed- 
room scene between Ward and 
Anne Archer in which the wife of 
one of the fishermen talks to him 
upon his return and slowly real- 
izes, to her horror, that she has 
married a man capable of allow- 
ing a murdered girl to just rot in 
the lake while he whoops it up 
with his buddies only a few yards 
away. 

Jindabyne, on the other hand, 
spends a lot more time on the 
aftermath of the wife's discovery. 
Laura Linney plays the wife; in 
this version of the story, she’s.a 
transplanted American living in 
Australia with her husband Stew- 
art (Gabriel Byrne), a former rac- 
ing champion who now runs the 
local garage. Cracks had started 
appearing in their marriage even 
before the fishing incident: after 
suffering some sort of unspecified 
nervous breakdown seven years 
earlier following the birth of their 
son Tom, Claire fled the house 
and left Stewart to raise the boy 
alone. Which only makes Stewart 
doubly resent the scolding glances 
Claire keeps shooting his way 
after she finds out about the dead 
girl—after all, wasn’t her aban- 
donment of duty even worse than 
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his? 

Lawrence and screenwriter 
Beatrix Christian complicate 
things even further by introducing 
a host of new characters into the 
story, my favourite being a little 
girl named Caylin-Calandria who 
keeps talking Tom into one mor- 
bid bit of mischief after another— 
including performing an amateur 
dissection of the classroom’s pet 
guinea pig. They also make the 
dead girl an aborigine, a decision 
which adds an interesting cultural 
obstacle to Claire’s attempts to 
work out her feelings of guilt by 
visiting the girl’s home, taking up 
a collection in town for her family, 
and even, in the moving climactic 
sequence, attending her funeral. 

Lawrence (whose previous film 
was Lantana, another Alt- 
manesque ensemble film with a 
murdered woman at the centre of 
it) keeps the mood sombre, the 
colours muted—there’s little of 
the boisterous humour of Short 
Cuts here. Maybe he was influ- 
enced by the setting of the film— 
the vast, forbidding Australian 
landscape, the long, desolate 
desert roads, the huge, daunting 
skies. The original town of Jind- 
abyne was intentionally flooded 
back in the ‘60s and buried 
beneath an artificial lake, and the 
characters frequently mention the 
“drowned town” lying nearby. 
Lawrence creates an atmosphere 
of ominous, submerged emotions 
throughout Jindabyne the film— 
suppressed resentments, hidden 
prejudices. 

It’s too bad he didn’t keep the 
identity of the girl’s killer hidden 
as well—if anything, the sight of 
this ordinary-looking middle- 
aged handyman skulking around 
the corners of the film only 
detracts from the drama at the 
centre of the film. Jindabyne has 
too many subplots too close to 
home, but this engrossing, well- 
observed expansion of Carver's 
short story still counts as a small, 
good thing.

Bruce almighty 


Live Free or Die Hard is fun, but Willis has had even better roles 


HIS EYES SPARKLE AS HE 
describes Hudson Hawk. “Oh, it’s 
unbelievable. It’s about this ex con 
who gets played by everybody 
and all he wants is a perfect cup of 
cappuccino. It was one of the most 
expensive movies of all time and 
one of the lowest-grossing.” 

This is Paul James Coutts of the 
Twin Fangs talking, fellow monk 
in the temple of Bruce Willis. Both 
of us have lived long lives in the 
resistance, our dedication to the 
balding one mocked by many. 

But it’s true: I really love Bruce 
Willis. Always have. You proba- 
bly do too, maybe even without 
remembering it. Thanks to Live 
Free or Die Hard, it’s okay to be a 
Willis fan again. Heralded by crit- 
ics as the best of the Die Hard fran- 
chise (although it’s not), it’s still 
yet another fantastic and cheerful- 
ly preposterous thrill ride. 

Police detective John McClane 
is probably Willis’ most iconic 
onscreen incarnation, but it’s in 
danger of overshadowing his 
many other memorable roles. Care 
to hear my favourites? Yippie-ki- 
yay, motherfuckers—let’s do it! 


TONY AMATO, “NO EXIT” 
EPISODE OF MIAMI VICE 
(1984) 

Like every current Hollywood 
star, Willis guested on Anthony 
Yerkovich’s groundbreaking 
undercover cop show. Here, he’s a 
super-cold, wife-beating Stinger 
missile salesman whom Tubbs 
tricks with an insultingly hokey 
Jamaican accent. This is Willis’ 
first appearance in a Hawaiian 
shirt that I can remember, and, 
like all Vice guest stars, he gets 
blown away. 





DAVID ADDISON JrR., 
MOONLIGHTING (1985-89) 

Another example of TV’s habit 
off breaking the fourth wall (a tra- 
dition currently being upheld on 
Boston Legal). Private eye Addison 
would often address the audience, 
creating a relationship with us 
even more intimate with the one 
he tried to score with his partner 
across the hall. This tic would 
evolve into Willis’ trademark ten- 
dency to talk to himself in the 
third person—particularly when 
he’s full of bullets or his feet are 
full of shattered glass. Also: Cybill 
Shepherd sure was hot. 


HUDSON HAWK, HUDSON 
HAWK (1991) 

I agree with Coutts: this really is 
an imaginative, silly and fun 
action/adventure, and | laughed 
out loud when Willis finally gets 
his coffee and the film freezes as 
he throws it over his shoulder. Or 
did I just pause it? 


BUTCH COOLIDGE, PULP

AH, THE BIG SCREEN. HOW EASY IT 
is to forget the joys of watching 
something projected a couple of 
stories high when we have the 
entire history of cinema available 
on DVD to watch in the comfort of 
our homes. More’s the pity. 

If you haven't been out to the 
movies for a while—hell, even if 
you have—you owe it to yourself 
to see Ratatouille, the latest in 
Pixar’s remarkable streak of win- 
ning animated features, at your 
local cinema. This fable about a 
French rat who wants to be a 
French chef maintains Pixar’s high 
standards for strong storytelling 
and beautifully detailed character- 
izations. But Ratatouille has an 
unprecedented visual majesty—I 
think majesty is the right word 
here—that should be witnessed at 
the greatest possible magnitude. 

That précis is pretty much all 
you need to know in advance: a 
rat named Remy (voiced by Pat- 
ton Oswalt), inspired by the pop- 
ulist spirit of deceased culinary 
maestro Gusteau (Brad Garrett), 
insinuates himself into the kitchen 
of a Parisian restaurant under the 








hat of a clueless kitchen schlep 
named Linguini (Lou Romano). 
Together, Remy and Linguini turn 
around the restaurant's fortunes— 
while running the risk of shutting 
the kitchen down for good if the 
health inspectors discover a rat 
has made its home there. 

Truth be told, I don’t think Rata- 
touille is as wildly imaginative or 
hilarious as Monsters, Inc., my 
favourite of the Pixar features. It 
lacks the poignant character jour- 
ney of Finding Nemo. And it's 
more conventionally plotted than 
The Incredibles. Nevertheless, 
along with its considerable narra- 
tive charm and humour, Rata- 
touille is a visual feast, an absorb- 
ing, eye-pleasuring feat of film- 
making, with a richness of detail 
that could last you through a 
dozen viewings.

The backdrops for Remy’s 
adventures have a solidity and 
texture that would seem photore- 
alistic if they weren’t so much 
more colourful and vivid than the 
genuine article. Whether it’s a 
grotty French farmhouse, a 
bustling restaurant kitchen or the 
dank sewer Remy’s relatives call 
home, all the authenticating 
details—the sense of space, the 
quality of light, and the dazzling 
fluidity of movement within that 
space—are brilliantly realized. 

But Pixar films have never 
relied on their technical merits to 
get by. They’re imbued with a wit 
and intelligence that viewers of all 
ages can appreciate. Ratatouille, for 
instance, translates its protago- 
nist’s love of food and the act of 
cooking into visual terms that are 
quite stirring, as when Remy tries 
to teach his garbage-munching 
brother the pleasures of the palate. 
It’s moments like this that elevate 
Rafatouille out of the realm of 
“family-friendly animated fare” to 
all-purpose “good movie” status. 

If anyone has compunctions 
about whether Ratatouille is 
appropriate to take children to, I 
would argue that you’re a bad 
parent if you don’t take your kids 
to see it.

“EDWARD YANG PASSED AWAY ON 
Friday after a seven-year struggle 
with colon cancer. It’s a semi-cal- 
lous cliché, but now there are no 
more Yang films to look forward 
to—something especially galling 
in a career with so few works but 


so many masterpieces. 

“Yi Yi happens to be pretty 
much my favorite film of all time, 
mostly because it most closely 
approximates (for me, at least) 
what life is like. There are no fan- 
tasies here—no punk escapism, no 





daydreams, none of the outs 
youthful rebellion and cinematic 
fancy offer us. 

“Yi Yiis three solid hours of 
middle-class life—frustrating jobs, 
abortive and/or stifling relation- 
ships, urban anomie.

“TO WATCH YANG’S WORK WAS TO 
see the world through the eyes of

city. His movies focused on Tai- 
wan, but they were not primarily 
about Taiwan.
